Black Catholics: a matter of identity

SAN DIEGO — The week-long 
“One to One in Christ’’ revival at 
Christ the King Church Jan. 25 to 29 
was a joint evangelization effort of the 
National Office for Black Catholics in 
Washington, D.C. and the Diocesan

Black Catholic Commission locally. 


It represents the best efforts of 
black Catholics to renew themselves 
both as blacks and:as Catholics, but 
within the spirituality and framework 
of their own cultural and ethnic 
heritage. : 

GOSPEL MUSIC, lots of hand- 
clapping and shouted ‘‘Amens’’ 
punctuate the scripture readings and 


homilies, but as Marvin Threatt, a 
deacon candidate from Christ the 
King parish and commentator for the 
revival, reminded the audience on the 
first night, ‘‘They say we’re singing 
music that belongs to Protestants. No 
way, we’re singing Christian music. ”’ 

And there, said Threatt afterward, 
is the key to the identity problem 
black Catholics have with themselves, 
and what may be a matter of insen- 
sitivity other Catholics may have 
towards the way blacks experience 
their faith. 


“We want to fulfill our sense of 
being Catholics within the Church, 
but we have to improve our sense of 
identity,’’ said Threatt. ‘‘We’ve 
always been taught to be white and 
quiet, to worship in the European way 
instead of alive and in the spirit. 
People just don’t understand what it 
is to be black.”’ 


THAT BLACK expression of the 
Catholic faith is no less valid than that 
of other cultural expressions, said 
Threatt. Italians and Hispanics have 
national parishes within the diocese, 
and Christ the King comes as close as 
possible to fulfilling that role for 
blacks. 


‘Black Catholics are gifted with a 
faith experience that is totally differ- 
ent from other groups,”’ said Threatt. 
“But we have a real, deep experience 
of the Lord and we are proud to be in 
the Roman Catholic Church, because 
we believe in the apostolicity and 
universality of the Church.”’ 


Black Catholics are small in 
numbers, said Deacon Bernard Gray 
of St. Rita’s parish, chairman of the 


Black Catholic Commission, ‘‘so it’s 
easy to get lost in the Church as a 
person,.to feel neglected.’’ 


WHAT TROUBLES black Cath- 
olics the most, said Jean Robertson, a 
member of the commission, is a 
tendency to see blacks as just another 
ethnic group, without the recognition 
of their own separate needs. A folk

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Pope goes to 
Africa Feb. 12

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope 
John Paul II will visit the African 
nations of Nigeria, Benin, Gabon and 
Equatorial Guinea Feb. 12-19, cover- 
ing over 8,000 miles in eight days. 

More than 30 separate events are 
on the papal itinerary, including 


_meetings with workers and heads of . 


state, talks to priests and Religious, 
visits with seminarians and members 
of the diplomatic corps, ordinations 
and outdoor public Masses. 


THE POPE HAS obviously re- 
covered enough from last May’s 
attempt on his life to keep up with the 
heavy schedule. He is expected to 
speak in the official language of each 
country: English for Nigeria, French 
for Gabon and Benin, and Spanish for 
Equatorial Guinea. 

The pope’s first stop in Africa is 
Nigeria, where he will visit Lagos, the 
capital, and the cities of Onitsha, 
Enugu, Kaduna and Ibadan. 


After a brief visit to Cotonou, the 
capital of Benin, the pope is scheduled 
to travel to Libreville, the capital of 
Gabon. His final stop will be in Equa- 
torial Guinea. 

POPE JOHN PAUL already has 
visited six African countries. In May 
1980 he went to Zaire, Congo, 
Kenya, Ghana, Upper Volta and 
Ivory Coast. 
~ During the February trip, the pope 
is scheduled to spend the most time in 
Nigeria; it is. the most populous 
nation in Africa with more than 77 
million people, only six percent of 
whom are Catholics.

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Seattle bishop vs. IRS 


SEATTLE (NC) — Archbishop 
Raymond G. Hunthausen of Seattle 
has announced that he will withhold 
50 percent of his federal income taxes 
as ‘‘a means of protesting our nation’s 
continuing involvement in the race for 
nuclear arms supremacy.”’ 


The archbishop’s announcement, 
in the form of a pastoral letter, came 
seven months after he suggested to 
delegates to the Pacific Northwest 
Synod Convocation of the Lutheran 
Church in America last June that one 
possible non-violent form of Christian 
resistance to ‘‘nuclear murder and 
suicide’’ would be to refuse to pay 50 


-percent of one’s federal income taxes. 


IN THE JAN. 28 issue of his arch- 
diocesan newspaper, the Catholic 
Northwest Progress, the archbishop 
stated that he is ‘‘aware that this 
action will provoke a variety of 
responses,’’ but urged all persons -to 
“‘continue to discuss this nuclear arms 
issue in a spirit of mutual openness 
and charity.”’ 


He also said that he was not 


suggesting that all who agree with his 
peace and disarmament views should 
imitate his action of income tax 
withholding.

Briefs 


TAX CREDITS — President Reagan’s Feb. 8 
budget message to Congress will include a 
“statement of principle’ supporting tuition tax 
credits for parents sending their children to 
parochial and other private schools, said Bishop 
Francis J. Mugavero of Brooklyn, N.Y. The bishop 
met with a presidential assistant Jan. 28 and was 
assured of White House support on the matter, but 
at the same time no specific provision itself seems 
likely in the 1983 budget message. 


‘MAJOR BLOW’ — The postal rate increase 
that went into effect Jan. 10 is a ‘‘major blow to the 
ability of the non-profit and religious press in the 
United States to speak its mind and its message’’ 
said Archbishop Thomas Kelly, the outgoing 
general secretary of the U.S. bishops’ conference. 
The new archbishop of Louisville, in a letter to the 


nation’s bishops, urged them to work more closely . 


with diocesan newspaper staffs to overcome the new 
financial crisis and to increase circulation. 


PRAYER POWER — The Vatican newspaper 
L’Osservatore Romano urged its readers not to forget 
the role of prayer in the rescue of kidnapped U.S. 
Brig. Gen. James L. Dozier. ‘“The power of prayer 
works,”’ said Dozier after his release, and the paper 
concluded: ‘‘Prayer is the only force capable of 
changing things.’’ 

ENVOY MEETS — William A. Wilson, 
President Reagan’s personal envoy to Pope John 
Paul II, met with the pontiff for 20 minutes Jan. 29 
at the Vatican. No details were released about the 
audience, but it may well have included plans for the 
June 7 meeting between the president and the 
pontiff. 


PERSECUTION CHARGED — The 
Salvadoran government is involved in a general 
persecution of the Roman Catholic Church, 
according to a 273-page report issued by the 
American Civil Liberties Union. ‘‘Large numbers 
of Catholic Religious and lay workers have been 
killed by the government in what appears to be a 
general persecution of the church,’’ the report 
stated. It was delivered to President Reagan at the 
same time he is urging Congress to certify that the 
ruling junta is making progress in observing human 
rights in El Salvador. 


CYO ENDS — The National Federation for 
Catholic Youth Ministry will take over the work of 
the Catholic Youth Organization, which is ending 
its career of 50 years of service. The U.S. Catholic 
Conference made the consolidation because of 
budgetary cuts. 


‘COOPERATION’ ASKED — The Marxist 
rulers of the former Portuguese colony of 
Mozambique in east Africa have asked for the 
cooperation of the Church in building a ‘‘new 
situation’’ for the people, said Bishop Manuel 
Vieria Pinto of Nampula. The government has 
closed most of the churches in the country, but 
missionaries, through their efforts in education and 
self-development projects, have ‘‘increased (the) 
credibility for the Church and improved relations 
with the state,’’ he said. ~ 


HAND CARVED IN WOOD & MARBLE 
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‘RESTRAINT’ — Archbishop John R. Quinn of 
San Francisco in testimony before a U.S. Senate 
subcommittee urged this country and its NATO 


allies to conduct a ‘‘rigorous, explicit analysis and . 


debate’’ on a pledge not to use nuclear weapons first 
in war. ‘‘I hope that such a proposal is not rejected 
as unthinkable,’’ he said, adding that the purpose of 
such a pledge would be to place one more restraint 
on any inclination to use nuclear weapons. 


CATHOLIC ‘NO’ — Leading the opposition 
against martial rule in Poland have been the five 
members of the Catholic-Social union in the Sejm or 
parliament, but with 450 members, Gen. Wojciech 
Jaruzelski’s request for military rule was approved. 
Janusz Zablocki of the Catholic-Social union warned 
‘the threat of going underground emerges.”’ 


NO CHARGES — The government of El 
Salvador has denied published reports that the six 
National Guardsmen arrested after the killings of 
three Sisters and a lay missioner more than one year 
ago are to be formally charged with their murders. 


‘TENSE’ IN CHILE — Bishop Jose Manuel 
Santos of the Chilean Bishops Conference said 
Church-state relations on human rights issues in 
1981 were ‘‘like a vise, always tense. Attempts to 
expel priests for ‘‘mixing in politics,’’ arrests, 
murder and torture by government security agents 
were cited by the bishops. 

$$$ HELP NEEDED — The U.S. bishops are 
trying to increase financial help for the Holy See 
from American Catholics. The Vatican has been 
operating in the red for several years, and had a $25 
million deficit last year.

BLACK SPIRITUALITY is as 
thoroughly Roman Catholic as any 


other cultural expression in which the 
faith has incarnated itself, said Father 
Williams. The ‘‘genius’’ of Roman 
Catholicism is precisely this ability to 
adapt itself to each culture, he notes; 
yet there is a struggle on the part of 
black Catholics to firmly establish 
their own liturgical identity as 
something recognizable and viable 
within the Church in this country. 


‘Black people are very much 
attuned to feeling, and when they meet 
a structure that checks this, there is a 
sense of frustration,’’ said Father 
Williams. ‘‘As Catholics we ritualize 
the cognitive, but have difficulties 
ritualizing the experiential.’’ 


Black spirituality seeks to express 
itself in a true sense of celebration, 
and not just ‘‘prescriptive’’ 
guidelines for merely saying the 
Mass, said Father. ‘‘In our attempt to 
be right as a global Church, we can 
stifle the spirit.’’ 

LITURGY IS correctly 
understood as the ‘‘work of the 
people,’’ according to the Greek 
derivation of the word, he notes, and 


_ to be properly expressive of the black 


experience of the faith, must come 
from and relate to that. very 
experience, and not be imposed by 
the majority culture as right every 
time and every place, he said. 

“‘We need order, but it must be 
correct for the people we’re serving,’’ 
said Father Williams. ‘‘Black people 
have not been allowed to come into 
the Church and make it real for us 
although other ethnic groups have.

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‘Impotent’ marriage gets OK

Bishop Joseph L. Imesch of Joliet, 
Ill., has personally approved a 
Catholic marriage for a reportedly 
impotent man and his fiancee. 


The bishop’s assurance that the 
couple could indeed be married in the 
Catholic Church followed a 
controversy which drew international 
attention when the man, who says he 
is impotent, was informed by a 
Catholic pastor that “permanently 
sexually impotent persons cannot 
marry in the Church. 

“ACCORDING TO canon _ law 
(can. 1068), irreversible sexual 
impotence is a strict impediment to 


marriage in the Church, although, as 


one Joliet diocesan official said, the 


ban is rarely enforced because many 
cases of impotence are not 
permanent. 

““The Church has always upheld 
the basic right of every person to 
marry,’’ Bishop Imesch said. ‘‘After 
consultation with a number of moral 
theologians, canonists and members 
of the medical profession, I see no 
reason why this couple cannot be free 
to marry in the Church.”’ 


“‘T regret the pain and anguish they 
have suffered. I have spoken with 
them and assured them that they can 
be married in the. Church. I wish 
them God’s blessing and a happy life 
together,’’ the bishop added. 


THE MAN, Larry Bonvallet, said 
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Bishop’s brother murdered: 
asks forgiveness for killers 


CLEVELAND (NC) — Auxiliary 
Bishop James P. Lyke of Cleveland 
said he and his family ‘‘beg God’s 
mercy and forgiveness’’ for those who 
murdered his brother. 


Bishop Lyke also rejected capital 
punishment for those charged with 
the murder. 


THE BISHOP’S brother, Amos 
Lyke, 59, was: suffocated 
Chicago apartment on the evening of 
Jan. 1. Three men and a woman have 
been arrested and charged in the rob- 
bery-murder. 


“‘I am so proud of my family,”’’ said 
Bishop Lyke in a homily at a funeral 
service in Chicago. ‘‘For those who 
killed my brother, we beg God’s 
mercy and forgiveness. With St.Paul, 
we believe deeply that we _ shall 
overcome evil with good. We listen 
intently to Christ’s words, ‘Love your 
enemies; pray for your persecutors.’”’ 


Bishop Lyke continued: ‘‘While we 
would want some form of justice, I 
would not desire the death penalty. 
Capital punishment is inconsistent 
with the way and thinking of Jesus, 
who could have called 12 legions of 
angels to His defense, but instead 
chose to die that even His enemies 
might have life. 


“SIN A VERY REAL way, we are 
all on trial,’’ the bishop said. ‘‘So 
much of what all of us do fosters a 
climate of violence in our society and 
feeds the systems of aggression that 
cheapen human life. 


‘“‘When we attempt to solve family 
problems through physical force or 
vitriolic words,’’ he. continued, 
“‘when we applaud the injury of 
others, when we view _ television 
programs or attend movies wherein 
violence is glorified, when we use or 
condone the use of drugs, when we 
join gangs that bring fear and terror 
to our neighborhoods, when we 
purchase ‘hot’ goods, when we partic- 
ipate in these and so many like 
activities, we support and feed the 
climate of violence and the systems of 
aggression.”

Reconciliation topic 


of ’83 bishops’ synod 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Human 
reconciliation with God and with 
other human beings in a troubled 
world will be the key topics at the 
1983 world Synod of Bishops, 
according to a 50-page preparatory 
document. 

It was the first time the Vatican has 
made public a preparatory synod 
document. Previously, the prepar- 
atory documents were sent on a 
confidential basis to bishops. 


THE DOCUMENT, prepared by 
the 15-member council of the. Synod 
of Bishops after consultation with the 
world’s. bishops’ conferences, 
provides 27 questions to promote 
discussion of the synod theme, 
“Reconciliation and penance in the 
mission of the Church.”’ 


‘“To the extent that Christians are 
thankful and faithful to God for the 
great gift of reconciliation received, 
they become living witnesses and 
founts of reconciliation in everyday 
existence,’’ said the document. 


Release of the document indicated 
a new openness in the synod process. 
Since the first synod in 1967 such 
documents have been confidential 
and available only in Latin to 
bishops’ conferences. The 
preparatory document for the 1983 
synod was translated into Italian,

Revision of official prayers 
never a private enterprise 


Several weeks ago, Pope John Paul II decreed that the 
word ‘‘men’’ should be eliminated from the English 
translation of the Words of Institution in the Mass. 


Thus, Christ’s blood is shed, not ‘‘for all men,’’ but 
rather ‘‘for all.’’ 


This first step in eliminating the word ‘‘men’’ from the 
Eucharistic Prayers suggests several timely reflections. 


The need to eliminate ‘‘sexist’’ language can be disputed 
— especially from a literary standpoint — but eliminating 
it from the Mass prayers does release the diligent priest 
from a no-win situation. 


Eucharistic Prayer IV, for example, is one of the finest 
texts in the missal — both theologically and poetically. 
However, it was translated when ‘‘man’’ was still thought 
to be a noble creature capable of divinization, and not yet a 


chauvinist male pig. 


The priest is forbidden to alter the text, yet he uses it at 
some peril when a segment of the congregation goes into 
shock at the first ‘‘man.”’

Eucharistic Prayer IV contains ‘‘man’’ twice, ‘““men 


twice, ‘‘him’”’ thrice and “‘his’’ once. 


We understand that the revised text of this prayer — 
now in Rome awaiting approval — has been so deftly done 
that one can hardly tell it has been altered. The revision 
may not be used until Rome approves it. 


It is important to remember that the liturgical texts 
belong to the entire Church — not just to the priest or the 
local congregation. The truth of this is often borne out 
when the well-meaning elect to alter the words on their own 
and unwittingly introduce peculiar and even heretical 
notions into the liturgy. 


One such instance involved a parish which decided to 
drop maleness from the Nicene Creed. The word ‘‘men”’ 
was dropped from ‘‘who for us men’’ but Jesus still 
‘became man.’ The reasoning: Jesus became a male. 


But doctrinally, this latter use of ‘‘man’’ to mean 
‘“‘human’”’ and not ‘‘male’’ is of paramount importance. 
The significance of the Incarnation lies not in the male 
body, but in the human nature. If Jesus became only male, 
then females are not redeemed. What was merely 
objectionable to some now becomes radically exclusive. 


Hierarchical regulation of the liturgical texts preserves 
us from such missteps. It is also hierarchical regulation that 
makes reform possible. Whereas formerly the priest was 
forbidden to omit the word ‘‘men’’ from the Words of 
Institution, now he is forbidden to include it. 


The practice of such regulations began quite early in 
Christian history; just as soon, in fact, as the Church 
noticed that all priests could not be trusted to pray in its 
name in public without a script.

‘At the service of love...’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II reiterated 
the indissolubility of marriage and warned against granting 


annulments without ‘‘valid motivations’? and “‘proven 
facts.” 


The warning came in an address to members of the 
Sacred Roman Rota, the Church’s main court of appeals, 
which deals primarily with marriage cases coming from 
diocesan tribunals. 


The pope said that in the sacrament of matrimony ‘‘an 
indissoluble link unites the spouses, as are united in one 
single love Christ and the Church.”’ 


Love cannot be reduced ‘‘to sensitive affection, to 
passing attraction, to erotic sensation, to sexual impulse, to 
sentiments of affinity, to simple joy of living,”’ he said. 


‘‘Your primary duty at the service of love will be, 
therefore, to recognize the full value of matrimony, to 
respect its existence in the best way possible, to protect 
those whom it has joined in one family,’’ Pope John Paul 
said. 


‘Tt will be only for valid motivations, for proven facts, 
that its existence can be placed in doubt and the nullity of it 
declared,’’ he added. 

The pope warned against viewing marriage simply as a 
contractual obligation between the spouses and, at the 
same time, against denying the aspect of contract in 
marriage. 


If under the juridical profile these obligations are easily 
defined, if they are expressed more as a right which is 
granted than an obligation which is assumed, it is never- 
theless true that the gift is somewhat symbolized by the 


commitments of a contract, which express on the human 


plane the commitment inherent in any true and sincere 
nuptial contract,’’ he said. a3

Time. Job 7:1-4, 6-7; 1 Corinthians 9:16-19;

Sometimes the task of finding a common thread in 
the three Mass readings is not an easy one. This is 
not to say that an underlying theme isn’t there, but 
scripture speaks to us in many ways and on many 
different levels. The word of God is to be treasured 
in the heart, and in the light of faith understanding 
will come. 

The Book of Job is one of the poetic treasures of 
the Wisdom literature. Its insights are often 
profound, but at the same time the author reflects 
Israel’s imperfect understanding of the operation of 
divine providence and a still vaguer notion of the 
afterlife. 

GOD WAS PERCEIVED as the stern judge of 
the world, dispensing wealth to the good, earthly 
retribution to the wicked. Believing himself a just 
man, Job cannot comprehend the miseries that 
befall him. If he has not personally sinned, surely his 
punishment is that owed to him for the sins of his 
parents before him. 


We are assured of God’s love; the cross is proof of 


drugs, sex and alcohol; hostility toward authority 
that is an off-shoot of these practices. 


A young person who refuses to succumb to such 
pressures — however pleasantly — is unlikely to 
escape the charge of prudishness, to say the least. He 
or she will find fewer friends, have fewer dates, and 
generally appear as an unwelcome ‘‘wet-blanket’’ at 
many teenage parties. And that-is very hard to 
endure during the long years of growing into adult- 
hood. 


IT IS FAR HARDER for this generation of 
youngsters to be “‘straight’’ than it was for the past 
two or three. In the past the established code of 
behavior was based on the Golden Rule. ‘‘Be good, 
sweet maid’’ was not only an admonition, it was a 
promise of admiration and reward. But now we are 
in the age of the anti-hero and there are no 
absolutes, everything is open to question and few 
figures of authority are prepared to risk unequivocal 
attitudes as far as morality is concerned. 


It is a confusing and extraordinarily difficult time 
to live in and our children deserve a great deal more 
credit than they receive when they honestly strive to 
stand tall and straight against the moral buffetings 
that are almost impossible to escape. Schools, play-

it. Yet how often in our own lives do we live the 
terrible human predicament of the Fall and its 
consequences? It is easy to despair, but our 
responsorial (Ps. 147) tells us to ‘‘Praise the Lord 
who heals the brokenhearted.’’ The offer is there, 
but how reluctant we are to accept it at times! 


We see St. Paul reproaching the prideful 
Corinthians. Prideful and jealous as they are, they 
are to put these things away and instead put on the 
garment of Christian humility. The real privilege 
that comes in Christ is to opt for personal 
nothingness. 


THE APOSTLE HIMSELF is living proof of 
this. Having received his commission directly from 
the Lord, how human it would have been to boast of 
his selection. Yet Paul finds only ‘‘compulsion’’ to 
preach the Gospel and ‘‘ruin’’ if he does not do it. 

There is no personal profit or reward in being 
personally chosen to follow Christ, Paul tells the 
Corinthians. In fact he has become Christ’s slave, 
becoming all things to all men so that all may have 
‘a share in its blessings.’’ But for Paul there is only 
loneliness and hunger and hard work. 


St. Mark’s Gospel is an early, primitive account

grounds, movies, television, newspapers, maga- 
zines, books, the hedonistic persuasion of many 
behavioral scientists, almost every sphere of their 
lives exposes the young to moral seduction of one 
kind or another. The young need all the help they 
can get to withstand it all. 


PERHAPS MOST OF ALL, they need a more 
positive attitude among adults. They need an 
example of trust and confidence in the invincible 
power of goodness and a perception that the ‘‘old 
fashioned”’ principles of self-discipline and concern 
for the well-being of others, of self-respect and a 
capacity for commitment, far from being out-dated, 
remain essential to the development of full human 
being. 


If we are to expect our young people to stand firm 
against the very real temptations they will inevitably 
encounter, and remain true to themselves and the 
principles we have tried to instill into them, we must 
give them proof of the value of what we ask in our

because no one sees hypocrisy quicker than a child 
and if we are to offer them beliefs and codes, we 
must also embody them. And with God’s help we 
may just manage to do that! 


of Jesus’ ministry, unsophisticated, yet remarkably 
rich nevertheless. In the simple account of the 
miracle of the cure of Peter’s mother-in-law, Jesus 
does more than merely cure a fever. 


MIRACLES, ESPECIALLY healings and 
exorcisms, are sure signs of the kingdom of God 
revealed by Jesus; St. John, in fact, will use the 
Greek word for sign instead of miracle. Something 
more than just a cure or the casting out of a devil has 
been effected. 


We see this best in the exorcisms themselves, for 
in casting out the spirit of the evil one, Jesus has 
made life triumphant over sin and death. Not just 
life, as we understand it, however, but /ife itself, the 
life which comes only from God in a grace 
relationship. 

It’s always interesting to see Jesus forbid the 
expelled demons to speak His name, for as Mark 
writes, ‘‘they knew him.’’ Mark evidently knows 
that Jesus is the promised Messiah, but this is to 
remain a secret, not revealed until Jesus’ 
resurrection from the dead. One wonders why after 
19 centuries this is still one of the best-kept 
secrets....

ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul II likes the 
people of Africa. 

The pope, by nature and by his position, likes 
everybody, of course. But he has a special predilec- 
tion for what he has called fondly ‘‘the African 
soul.”’ 

THAT IS WHY in mid-February Pope John 
Paul’s first trip outside of Italy since his near-fatal 
shooting will be to Nigeria. 

In the spring of 1980, upon the pope’s return from 
an 11-day visit to Zaire, Congo, Kenya, Ghana, 
Upper Volta, and the Ivory Coast, thousands of 
visitors to St. Peter’s square heard him declare that 
he would return to Africa. Za 

And then the pope said why. ‘‘Although only one 
African in eight is today a Catholic, they are deeply 
sensitive to the sacred dimension,’ the pope 
explained, and he went on to describe that 
sensitivity. 

EVEN A CASUAL observer can make sense of 
the upcoming trip. Nigeria is by anyone’s estimate a 
key country, and one of the most important nations 
in Africa. 

At over 77 million the most populous nation on 
the continent, Nigeria is a burgeoning economic 
power. Rich in natural resources, it is a major 
producer of oil and a member of OPEC. Other 
minerals include tin, limestone and coal. Although 
80 percent of its total work force is currently engaged 
in agricultural production, that figure is dropping. 
Stimulated by a government policy encouraging 
wider self-sufficiency, there is a growing manufac- 
turing sector, as well as the beginning of basic heavy 
industry, with several refineries and steel mills 
recently established. 

“It doesn’t surprise me at all,’’ said an American 
working at the Vatican, ‘‘that the pope is visiting 
Nigeria. When he went to Africa the last time 
without going there, it was because Nigeria is 
important enough to deserve a trip by itself.”’ 


THE CHANGING nature of the Nigerian 
workforce gives an important clue to the pope’s

concern. From previous statements it is clear that 
the pope cherishes the African’s pristine purity of 
values and wants to help protect those values from 
the assault of materialism. On his last trip to the 
continent, the pope pleaded with Africans not to 
succumb ‘‘to the intoxification of profit, to the 
benefit of privileged class.”’ 


From Pope John Paul’s words on Africa in 1980 
and again to 16 Nigerian bishops on Jan. 14 of this 
year, it is evident that he feels compelled by a Gospel 
imperative to preach not only to Westerners, not 
only to Catholics, but to all people. 

One of the choicest values of the African which the 
pope wants to shield from materialism’s infection is 
the African’s sense of family. In Zaire in 1980, he 
lauded ‘‘the positive values of a sense of family, 
anchored in the African soul, which carry many 
aspects that are certainly able to cause reflection by 
so-called advanced civilizations.”’ 

AMONG THESE VALUES the pope listed: 
‘“the seriousness of the entry into marriage at the 
end of a long journey; the priority given to the 
transmission of life, and thus the importance given 
to the mother and children; the law of solidarity 
among families who have made an alliance which is 
exercised especially in favor of the elderly, widows 
and orphans; a kind of co-responsibility in taking 
care of the education of children that can readily 
lessen psychological tensions; and the cult of 
ancestors, which promotes fidelity to traditions.”’ 


No other theme has received as much prominence 
during this pontificate as the importance of the 
family, and surely the pope keenly wants to help 
counter the tendency of urbanization and in- 
dustrialization to wedge families apart. 


But evangelization plays itself not only against the 
wide screen of society in general; there is a sharper 
focus, too, and the pope wants to address himself in 
Nigeria in a particular way to the Roman Catholic 
Church there. Its four million members do not 
represent the largest nation of African Catholics — 
Zaire, for example, has 11 million. But the Church 
in Nigeria is a particularly vibrant one, in the full 
springtime of its growth .— converts by the 
‘thousands, seminariés overflowing, priests and nuns 
going as missionaries to other African nations, lay 
catechists volunteering in multitudes.

AT THIS STRATEGIC moment, the pope 
wants to jump in on this flow with the strength and 
purity of the Gospel — to foster its continued 
energy, to insure its unity within itself and with the 
wider Church, to invite it to match itself regularly 
against the Gospel and to draw its power from there. 

To Nigeria’s bishops Jan. 14, Pope John Paul 
gave a preview of February’s message: “‘It is 
through evangelization, through the communication 
of the power of Christ’s Gospel that the local 
churches are purified and enabled to become ever 
more authentic communities of faith, in which the 
poor and the suffering, the sick and the handi- 
capped, the unemployed and the disinherited, the 
orphans, widows and refugees find fraternal love, 
solidarity and support; and in which everyone is 
‘eager to maintain the unity of the spirit in the bond 
of peace.’ (Eph. 4:3)” 

In the context of Pope John Paul’s past statements 
and Nigeria’s present situation, the pope’s planned 
visit, as one Roman observer put it, ‘‘makes perfect 
pastoral sense.”’ 

SAID A PRIEST who knows the pope, speaking 
about the Nigerians: ‘‘They are his responsibility 
and they ask him to come. With this man, that’s all 
you need.”’

Some years ago, while working 
with a group of teen-agers in a 
religious education class, I happened 


’ to talk about my life as a youngster — 


around the time of World War II and 
immediately afterward. Mind you, I 
am not all that old, but you would 
have thought I was as old as 
Methuselah from the reactions I got. 


What could one possibly have done 
before television? they asked. 
‘‘Whaddaya mean, there were no 
McDonalds and Pizza Huts? No 
frozen foods? How did you eat?”’ 


THE MORE they pumped me for 
information about my life ~ ‘‘back 
then,’’ the more I came to realize just 
how many changes have taken place 
since my childhood. These have 
occurred not only in science and tech- 


-nology but in many other areas of life 


as well. 


In his best-selling book, Future 
Shock, Alvin Toffler wrote that change 
today is ‘‘a roaring current...so 
powerful...that it overturns 
shifts our values and 
shrivels our roots.”’ 


The renowned American inventor, 
Charles Kettering, once observed: 
The world hates change, yet it can 
bring progress. Much as we may 
dislike change at times, it can serve as 
the partner of improvement and 
growth. 


ONE AREA in which change has 
been encountered has been in the 
Church at large. During the height of 
the implementation of changes 
following the Second Vatican 
Council, a friend of mine told me — 
with some bitterness — he hoped he 
would die before the Church as he had 
come to know it ceased to exist. 


By no means was he alone in his 
feelings. Even today, nearly 20 years 
after the close of the council, there are 
Catholics who find adjustment to 
those changes in the Church difficult. 


Why is there change within the 
Church? The Church exists in a world 
which is changing. In fact, the people 
who make up the Church change, 
bringing special needs, wants and 
hopes to be met. All the people of the 
Church reflect their own time. Thus 
to be effective in its mission, the 
Church finds it has to adapt in special 
ways to circumstances of the times 
while always remaining true to 
herself. 5 


WE ALSO CHANGE in ‘the 


context of our personal lives. 


Our own faith develops, for 
example. Although the basic content 
of our faith endures, the way in which 
we live it changes. 

Essentially, our faith is about ‘our 
relationship with God. And that is a 
relationship that continually grows if 
we are pursuing a closer union with 
Him. 

CHRISTIANS ARE pilgrims who 


pursue new paths — ones which will, 


we hope, lead to deeper communion 
with God. For some Christians, this 
can mean exploring new ways of 
prayer; for others, it might mean that 
more education about the faith is 


needed; still others may wish to 
engage more in social service or to 
join a religious movement or 
community. 


Change and growth frequently 
involve risk. There is some risk in 
expanding beyond what is already 
familiar. There is, for éxample, the 
risk of experiencing pain should we 
discover that our personal ways of 
doing things are inadequate and 
really need to grow. 


We like to think of ourselves as 
having the right answers or of doing 
things the best way. But growth 
invariably involves. discovering our 
deficiencies, which is never pleasant, 
in order to move beyond them. 


CHANGE DOES NOT always 
equal progress. Some change in the 
world is not for the good. 


Thus, at a time when change is so 
much a part of life, an important task 
develops for the Christian: to manage 
change, to take charge of it in one’s 
life so as not to become its victim. 
“There is danger in just being carried 
along by change. 


I don’t wish to overstate the case of 
change. There is much about life that 
remains constant, familiar and 
reassuring. In thinking about human 
ways, the author of Ecclesiastes in the 
Bible observed more than 2,000 years 
ago: ‘‘Nothing is new under the 
sun.” 

FOR EXAMPLE, people enter 
into personal relationships, marry 
and live in families much as they 
always have. They also continue to 
organize themselves in _ traditional 
ways to ensure the provision of their 
common needs. 


But change is a reality of life today 
— so much so that 25 years from now 
teen-agers will still be expressing their 
surprise at how much society has 
changed in a few short years. 


Mark’s Gospel:

Mark often refers to Jesus’ teaching 
activity, but rarely gives examples of 
the actual teaching. Chapter 4, which 
highlights the Parable of the Sower, is 
an exception. 


Here Mark concentrates on a single 
aspect of Christ’s message: The 
mystery of the reign of God and the 
mysterious nature of parables. 


SINCE WE DO not know the 
context in which Jesus originally used 
the Parable of the Sower, its precise 
application is uncertain. Its general 
message, however, seems clear — 
that Jesus’ preaching about the reign 
of God, in spite of resistance, 
obstacles and setbacks, will inexor-

ably bear fantastically abundant fruit. 


The story is true to life in the first 
century, though the methods used by 
the farmer strike us as rather bizarre 
today. The seed, sown in apparently 
haphazard fashion on the beaten 
path, the rocky ground and among 
the thorns, was by no means wasted. 
All those surfaces were then plowed 
under, but, naturally enough, with 
varying results. 


The seed that fell on congenial soil, 
according to the parable, produced an 
incredible result. A good yield was 
sevenfold — but thirtyfold, sixtyfold, 
a hundredfold — that was 
astonishing! 

FOR MARK, the message lies 
precisely in this surprise ending. The 


the secrets of the parables 


apparent slowness, even failure, of the 
ministry should not be discouraging 
to Christ’s disciples. God will 
eventually assure success beyond 
imagining. 

However, by the time the parables 
came to the Christian communities, 
their original meaning had been 
forgotten. As a result, they took on an 
air of mystery. And a parable by 
nature is more or less enigmatic. 


The word ‘‘parable’’ translates the 
Hebrew word, mashal, which means 
basically a comparison. It also can 
refer to a metaphor, simile, proverb, 
even to a riddle. 


THE PARABLES in the Gospels 
usually involve a simple, true-to-life

R2D2 and C3PO make their way 
with considerable agility along the 
corridors of the Millennium Falcon, 
the great spaceship on which they 
spend much of their time. 


Although the two are manufactured 
creatures, they have their own special 
ways of walking and communicating. 
Moreover, millions of moviegoers 
who follow the Star Wars saga know 
that R2D2 and C3PO have provided 
wonderful help in the direst of 
emergencies. 

THESE ROBOTS and all their 
space-age friends were born of a peek 
into the future — the kind of future 
gazing so common in this age of rapid 
social, scientific and technological 


change. 


We are, it has been asserted 
innumerable times, accustomed to 
change. There has been so much of it 
and it has affected our lives in so 
many ways, that it grows less and less 
likely that further changes will ever 
again be characterized as astonishing. 


Will earthlings shuttle back and 
forth to space stations in the relatively 
near future? Who’s to say? one might 
answer. 


ODDLY ENOUGH, the nostalgia 
craze is as prominent as future 
gazing. For millions, Monday night 
still belongs to Little House on the 
Prairie. In addition, The Waltons are 
readily available for viewing on TV 
reruns. 


The problems of the Ingalls family 
— its prairie pilgrimage — have 
captured and captivated a nation’s 
attention. But why? 

The past is infinitely interesting. 
Actually, the past is dressed up quite 
a bit for its presentation on television. 
But people turn to it, intrigued by the 


firm and clear values of the people — 


“‘back then’’ 
difficult. 


PERHAPS THE nostalgia craze is 
a sign of something very simple — 
that people need to remember or want 
to remember what life was like for 
their forebears. Or perhaps people 
fear that the past will be lost, 
forgotten in the swift movement 


when life was so

toward the future. The recollection of 
our past, we may sense, tells us 
something about ourselves that we 
want to know. 


In any event, as the world nears the 


beginning of the Third Millennium . 


after Christ, a lot of its people appear 
to have their sights firmly fixed on the 
future — and the past. Does that 
mean we don’t know what we want? 


Actually this sense of being 


* stretched out between the future and 


the past is not unique to our times. As 
the pilgrimage of the ancient Israelites 
unfolded, their prophets kept on 
recalling the past and the promises of 
God to the people. Traveling the road 
to the future, people repeatedly had to 
re-encounter their past. 


WE GHRISTIANS are like that 
too. Our gaze is fixed on the future 
and what Jesus has said it will be. Yet 
each Sunday we recall during the 
Mass what Jesus did in the past, what 
kind of a people Christians were 
formed. to be ‘‘back then.”’ 


Christians are people with hope. 
Their hope touches the future. And 
Christians are people with memories. 
Their memories touch the past. 


IN EVERY ERA people want to 
know who they are, what life can 
mean for them. They have hopes for 
their own lives. They also have 
memories that can play a valuable 
role as they chart a course for their 
lives right now. 


In this era of such rapid change, the 
very ways in which people live 
change. Lifestyles are affected on 
many levels. Home life changes. Jobs 
change; entirely new fields of work 
emerge. The ways people spend their 
leisure time change. New choices 
develop for people. 


Along with all the changes comes a 
sense of excitement that can be tinged 
with worry. 


DO WE KNOW who we are? Do 
we know who we were? Do we know 
who we want to be? 


In an era of rapid change — an era 
Christians very much are part of — 
people of faith keep asking those 
questions.

story. But beneath the surface is a 
second meaning not readily apparent. 
This made the parable a popular 
teaching device among the rabbis. 
Listeners were challenged to discover 
the hidden meaning and thus become 
personally involved in the learning 
process. 

This is how Jesus used parables — 
as teaching devices. Mark’s pre- 
occupation with the parables reflects a 
problem the early Church felt keenly: 
Why did so few people accept the 
preaching of the word? Of those who 
did, why did so many eventually fall 
away? 

The evangelist composed this 
chapter in an attempt to solve the 
puzzle. He seized on the mysterious 
qualities of the parable as a way of 
explaining people’s failure to accept 
the Christian message. Mark even 
suggested that Jesus deliberately used 
parables to befuddle people, to hide 
from them the mystery which could be 
revealed only to a select group of well- 
disposed disciples. 


MARK WROTE: ‘‘To you the 
mystery of the reign of God has been 
confided. To the others outside, all is 
presented in parables, so they will 
look intently and not see, listen 
carefully and not understand, lest 
perhaps they repent and be 
forgiven.”’ 


A cryptic statement like that is open 
to all sorts of interpretations — and 
misinterpretations. It is Mark’s rather 
gauche way of saying that for “‘those 
outside,’’ everything is ‘‘in 
parables,’’ obscure, because they 
refuse to understand. 

Being well-disposed, however, the 
disciples understand God’s reign has 
appeared in the person and activity of 
Jesus. 


EVENTS WILL show, however, 
that not even the disciples came to a 
full understanding until after the 
death and resurrection of Jesus. 


‘*Those outside’’ rarely ever saw 
the light. But, according to Mark, the 
fault really lies in their lack of 
receptiveness, not in the parables. 
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Stories of changing lifestyles

The following three accounts 
involve real people given fictitious 
names. They are presented here 
because they help to illustrate some of 
the differing lifestyles pursued in 
today’s society and some of the 


_ choices people are making about their 


lifestyles. 


Bob and Mary Perkins believe that 
due to economic pressures two 
incomes are necessary for them to 
make ends meet. The couple do not 
pursue an extravagant lifestyle — 
fancy vacations and high living are 
not on their agenda. Most vacations 
are spent camping or visiting 
relatives. 

THE COUPLE live in a Virginia 
suburb and describe themselves as 
‘‘house-poor’’ ever since deciding to 
purchase a townhouse. 


Six months ago their first child, a 
daughter, was born. Following a short 
maternity leave, Mrs. Perkins 
resumed her full-time career as a 
pension administrator with the 
government. She returned to work 
reluctantly since she would prefer to 
stay home until the baby is five or six 
years old. 


Now a typical day begins with Mrs. 
Perkins leaving first while her 
husband gets the baby ready to go to 
the baby sitter’s house on his way to 
work. 


NONETHELESS, the Perkins 
consider themselves more fortunate 
than many because their jobs are 
reasonably secure. Perkins told of 
friends who decided to move away 
from the high-priced Washington 
area to a rural community in 
Michigan. 

Shortly after relocating, the friend 
lost his job. He subsequently located 
another position at a lower salary. 
The friends live now with the real fear 
that this position too will be 
eliminated by government-funding 
cuts. 


Because of his friends’ admittedly 
unhappy experience, the Perkins have 
decided to forego, at least for now, 
their hope of moving to a smaller, 
more rural community. 


TOM AND MARTHA Harvey 
are the parents of two elementary-age 
daughters. They spend a lot of time 
and effort on child-rearing, carefully 
discussing their plans and hopes for 
their daughters with each other. 


For some time: now, the Harveys 
have been concerned about the effect 
of television on children. In rapid 
succession during the past year, they 
point out, their children became 


witnesses, via television, of the violent 


attacks on three world leaders — Pope 
John Paul, President Reagan and 
Egypt’s President Sadat. Violence is a 
frequent occurrence on news and 
feature programs alike, they observe. 


Furthermore, Harvey notes, tele- 
vision bombards children with many 
vivid images of differing lifestyles, 
some of which are not acceptable to 
them. 


THE HARVEYS think television 
has advantages, introducing children 
to people and places they otherwise 
might not come in contact with. But 
the Harveys believe television can 
prove to be the source of new 
problems in child-rearing. Television 
is a major factor in their lifestyle, they 
feel; it is something they need to make 
decisions about. 


Accordingly, they decided to 
monitor their children’s television 
viewing much more carefully in order 
to help the children discriminate 
between programs. 


Ten years ago, Michael and Diane 
Martin lived a fast-paced life in a Los 
Angeles suburb. A young man on the 
way up in a large corporation, Martin 
and his wife, a full-time homemaker, 
were raising their four children in a 
comfortable home, complete with a 
swimming pool. They had an active 
social life. 


TODAY MARTIN and his wife 
live in rural Indiana, modern-day 
homesteaders on 72 acres — living 
deeply satisfying lives as farmers. 
However, to provide a reliable source 
of ready cash, Mrs. Martin recently 
took a full-time job. 


Pressed to explain things, Martin 
tells how he and his wife slowly had 
begun to feel that their lives were 
shallow. They also had felt isolated 
from the rest of their family and 
trapped in an unending cycle of bills 
and unsatisfying relationships. 


In addition, Martin had become in- 
creasingly unhappy with his job as a 
computer expert. Gradually, he says, 
working with machines from one 
day’s end to the next, had become 
more and more meaningless to him. 

IN THE END, the action to be 
taken became clear: to make a drastic, 
basic change of lifestyle.

many blacks, just as it doesn’t meet 
the needs of many other Catholics as 
well, noted Threatt.

Fr. Rahner, Jesuits beg — 
pope for free election 


BOLOGNA, Italy (NC) — 
Eighteen West German Jesuits, 
including internationally well-known 
theologian Father Karl Rahner, asked 
Pope John Paul II to allow the 
election of the next Jesuit superior 
general to take place ‘‘in freedom.”’ 

Father Rahner, 77, a former 
member of the Vatican’s Inter- 
national Theological Commission, is 
the author of more than 3,500 
theological books and articles and is 
one of the most widely read 
theologians of the 20th century. In 
1980 Father Rahner defended the 
Vatican’s decision that the 
controversial Swiss-born theologian 
Father Hans Kung could no longer be 
considered a Catholic theologian. 


“IT IS NOT easy for us to 
recognize the ‘hand of God’ in this 
administrative occurrence,’’ the 
Germans said of the pope’s ad- 
ministrative appointment of Father 
Paolo Dezza as papal delegate to the 
Society of Jesus. 

‘‘Our faith and experience tell us 
that the Church is not always free 
from error,’’ they added.

‘Impotent’ marriage gets OK 


rule barring marriage of a 
permanently impotent person ‘“‘is so 
rarely applied because the conditions 
are so rarely fulfilled.’”” Many 
paralyzed persons are capable of 
marital relations, he said. In addition, 
to be an obstacle to marriage the 
impotence must be incurred before 
the wedding and must be permanent. 
Impotence often can be treated 
medically; if such a reversal of the 
condition is foreseen, the impotence is 
not regarded as permanent and ‘thus 
not an impediment to marriage, he 
said. 


“*If there is a doubt about the facts, 
the man will be given the benefit of 
the doubt,’’ said Father James 
Nowak, vice officialis of the Joliet 
Diocese’s marriage tribunal. 


Bonvallet uses a wheelchair 
because he was paralyzed after a fall 
five years ago. He has served as a vice 
president of the Illinois chapter of the 
National Spinal Cord Injury 
Association and works for the Illinois 
Bell Telephone Company. in 
metropolitan Chicago. 


WE’RE GOING ahead with the 
wedding as planned,’’ he said, adding 
that he was surprised both by what he 
thought was the Church’s initial 
refusal to agree to his marriage and 
the bishop’s approval soon afterward. 


“‘T don’t think I’ve had time to 
really absorb all this,’’ he added. ‘‘It 
all happened so quickly. The press 
really got the ball rolling for me.’’ But 
he said that after talking with Bishop 
Imesch he is convinced that even 
without all the attention focussed on 
his case the bishop would have 
reached the same conclusion. 

Bonvallet said that he and his 
fiancee are’ planning to have Father 
Sawlewicz preside at the wedding,

“Reconciliation without penance

IT REITERATES the Church’s

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Episcopal priest asks Catholic ordination 


NEWPORT, R.I. (NC) — Episcopal Father 
Christopher Phillips, who has applied to become a 
Catholic priest, said he was led to that decision by 
his belief in ‘‘the infallibility of the Holy Father 
when he speaks on faith and morals.”’ 


The teaching authority of the pope is necessary to 
guide the Church, and the Episcopal communion 
does not accept papal infallibility, Father Phillips 
said. 

FATHER PHILLIPS, who has been curate of 
St. John the Evangelist Episcopal Church : in 
Newport, is one of 64 former Episcopal priests who 
in the past year began the petition process for 
ordination to the Catholic priesthood. 


In June 1980, the Vatican gave the U.S. bishops 
permission to develop terms on which married 
Episcopal priests and other Episcopalians might 
enter the Catholic Church while retaining a common 
identity with certain elements of their Episcopal 
The Vatican said then that married 
Episcopal priests would be allowed to function as 
married priests in the Catholic Church after 
ordination. 

Father Phillips is married and has two Na, 
Christian, 6, and Sarah, 2, and a son Nathan, 4. 


THE EPISCOPAL Church’s decision to allow 
the ordination of women, revisions in the Book of 
Common Prayer ‘‘and the condoning of abortion 
and divorce’’ disturbed him, Father Phillips said, 
not because of the positions themselves, but because 
they were possible within his church. 


‘It disturbed me that the Anglican Church has no 
magisterium (official teaching authority). In a way, 
every bishop could be like a little pope.’’ The 
Church of England is a branch of the Anglican 
Communion, the group of churches which trace 
their origins to the church founded by King Henry 
VIII in the 16th century. 


Father Phillips said he believes the pope’s words 
are protected by God. ‘‘This is the way Ged would 
act,’ he said. 

ALTHOUGH HE credits the ecumenical 
movement for contributing to his conversion to 
Catholicism, he “said churches cannot move any 
closer to each other until they all recognize the

left two days later with his family for San Antonio, 
Texas, where he will join St. Anthony of Padua 
parish, a congregation of 40. former Episcopalians 
who have been looking for a pastor. 


St: Anthony’s, he said, is part of the Pro- ieee 
of St.Augustine a Canterbury, a grouping of several 
congregations of Episcopalians who have expressed 
an intention of becoming Catholics. Some of the 
Episcopal priests who have applied to become 
Catholic priests are members of the pro-diocese, 
which has parishes in Nevada, Texas and 
California. Father Phillips said the pro-diocese will 
cease to exist ‘‘once we become Roman Catholics.”’ 

AT ST. ANTHONY’S, Father Phillips said, he 
will celebrate liturgies that borrow elements from the 
Catholic Mass celebrated in England before the 
Protestant Reformation in the 16th century. 

He and the parishioners will wait together to be 
received into the Roman Catholic Church. He said ~ 
he doesn’t know when he will be ordained a Catholic 
priest and what preparation is necessary. He prays 
“it will be soon,’’ he added. 

After he is ordained, in San Antonio or Rome, the 
Mass that he will celebrate will retain ‘‘elements of 
the Anglican heritage,’’ he said. ‘‘But there is no 
question that we will be Roman Catholic priests and 
we will not be hanging on to the old order.”’ 

AS A CHILD in Connecticut, he was a 
Methodist, Father Phillips said. While he was 
studying Scripture at Barrington College, an 
interdenominational seminary in Barrington, R.I., 
he discovered St.Stephen’s Episcopal Church in 
Providence. He was so taken with the Solemn High 
Mass celebrated there, he said, that he felt 
compelled to become an Episcopal priest. 

‘So much had happened there spiritually,”’ 
Father Phillips said of St.Stephen’s. *‘I don’t think I 
could have become Roman Catholic from ° 
Methodist. I had to see a shadow of it first.”’ 

Father Phillips stressed that permitting him and 
other married Episcopal priests to become Catholic 
priests should not be misconstrued as a Oven 
away from celibacy for Catholic priests. ‘“This has 
been a special favor granted to us by the Holy 
Father,’’ he said. ‘‘We are an exception to the

the black community the spirit of 
Roman Catholicism.”’ 


A distinct minority within the 
American Church, the problems 
confronting black Catholics are 
further compounded by a lack of 
vocations, both black- and white. 
Blacks see very few role models, 
whether as clergy or Religious, while 
the orders which have traditionally 
served in black parishes find their 
numbers shrinking. 


WHILE THE Church has 
responded in an attempt to meet the 
needs of blacks, gains are being wiped 
out and there are losses, especially 
among the young people. 


‘“Much has happened to heighten 
the awareness of the institutional 
Church that we are here, but there is 
still an attitude that ‘these are not our 
people,’ and there is the prejudice 
that is a by-product of inter-ethnic 
conflict,’’ he said. 


Revivals like the ‘One to One in 
Christ’’ sponsored by the National 
Office for Black Catholics enable 
black Catholics to be proud that they 
are Catholics and by bringing their 
friends to something they can relate 
to, show that ‘‘thzs is what it’s like 
to be Catholic,’’ said Father. 


**I CAN SENSE a strong black 
presence here in San Diego. They are 
small in numbers but vital, which tells 
me they are getting the support and 
resources they need. But for most 
black people it is just a closed case.”’

Dr. King ‘symbolic’ to blacks 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 


Representatives of the National . 


Office for Black Catholics (NOBC) 
marched with 50,000 people Jan. 15 
in Washington, urging legislation that 
would make The Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s birthday a national 
holiday. 


NOBC executive director James 
Henderson participated in the march 
along with Je’Lesia Jones, editor of 
the organization’s national 
newspaper, Impact. 

THE MARCH IS symbolically 
important to blacks, said Henderson, 
not only because of what Dr. King 
stood for, but as a means of voicing 
grievances they and other minorities 
have in regard to the social and 
economic conditions confronting 
them today in the U.S. 


‘Something needs to be done in 
this present administration’’ to 
address those grievances, said 
Henderson. He cited the large 
percentage of unemployed blacks and 
the government’s budget cuts which 


are directly affecting blacks. 


There was a young woman at the 
march, Miss Jones said, who said she 
was there not only to support a 
national holiday honoring Dr. King, 
but to protest Reagan administration 
budget cuts which prevented her from 
getting into college. 


DR. KING was killed by a sniper 
at the age of 39 in 1968. He had 
launched non-violent efforts to 
eradicate racial discrimination and 
segregation in the United States. The 
Atlanta-born Baptist minister won the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1964. 


On this year’s anniversary, in 
Selma, Ala., Father Giles Conwill, a 
black priest from the Diocese of San 
Diego, was presented with a key to the 
city by the mayor; it was in Selma 
that Dr. King led a key march in the 
campaign for civil rights. 


Father Conwill, who is studying for 
a doctorate in cultural studies at 
Emory University in Atlanta, was 
invited to preach at a city-wide 
celebration of Dr. King’s birthday, 
held at Queen of Peace Church.

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IRS could prosecute bishop 
over nuclear tax protest 


WASHINGTON (NC) — If 
Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen of 
Seattle holds back half of his federal 
income tax in protest over U.S. 
nuclear arms policy, as he has said he 
will, the Internal Revenue Service 
could prosecute him. 


In addition to having his assets 
attached to pay the taxes and interest 
or penalties on them, the archbishop 
could face up to five years in prison 
and $10,000 in fines for each year that 
he refuses to pay. 

‘““WE’VE GOT TO administer the 
law regardless of the political or phil- 
osophical persuasion of the 
taxpayer,’’ said Larry Batdorf, an 
official of IRS’s national media 
relations office in Washington.

declined to comment specifically on 
Archbishop Hunthausen’s action or 
how the IRS would respond, but he 
outlined the general IRS position and 


policy regarding those who try to . 


resist or evade their taxes. 

He cited the 1969 court case of 
Autenreith v. Cullan, in which a tax 
resister was trying to withhold part of 
his taxes in protest over the Vietnam 
war, as a key legal precedent for IRS 
policy in such cases. 

THE PERTINENT part of the 
judge’s ruling reads: ‘‘The fact that 
some persons may object on religious 


' grounds to some of the things that the 


government does is not a basis upon 
which they can claim a-constitutional 
right not to pay a part of the tax.”’ 

‘‘We feel that the court has ruled 
very clearly’’ on that type of protest of 
conscience, said Batdorf. He said that 
during the Vietnam war one popular 
form of tax protest was to refuse to 
pay the excise tax on one’s telephone 
bill. The IRS assessed and collected 
the taxes from about 700 to 800 a year 
who engaged in that protest. 


He said he did not have any specific 
figures distinguishing IRS cases 
involving protests of conscience from 
those involving mistakes on one’s tax 
return or fraudulent tax evasion.

*‘T recognize,’’ he said, ‘‘that some 
who agree with me in their hearts find 
it practically impossible to run the risk 
of withholding taxes because of their 
obligations to those personally 
dependent upon them. Moreover, I 
see little value in imitating what I am 
doing simply because I am doing it. I 
prefer that each individual come to his 
or her own decision on what should be 
done to meet the nuclear arms 
challenge.’’ 

ARCHBISHOP Hunthausen 
stated that certain laws may be 


peacefully disobeyed under serious 
conditions, and that there may be 
times ‘‘when disobedience may be an 
obligation of conscience.”’ 


What he hopes his words and 
actions will do, the archbishop 
continued, is ‘‘to awaken those who 
have come to accept without thinking 
the continuation of the arms race, to 
stir even those who disagree with me 
to find a better path than the one we 
now follow, to encourage all to put in 
first place not the production of arms 


’ but the production of peace.”’

Serious themes,

NEW YORK (NC) — The most recent Disney 
film and the most recent Jack Nicholson vehicle have 
something in common I believe: an unwillingness or 
perhaps an inability to treat a serious subject with 
the seriousness that it warrants. 


The Disney film, Night Crossing, is one of the new 
breed from that highly successful company, an 
attempt to keep up with changing audience patterns 
by doing more realistic movies about more serious 
subjects. (It received a PG rating from the Motion 
Picture Association of America, but the U.S. 
» Catholic Conference classified it A-I.) Based upon 
an actual incident that occurred in 1979, it deals 
with the inspiring story of the escape of two East 
German families that crossed the closely guarded 
border zone in a homemade hot air balloon. 

ALL THE ELEMENTS of an inspiring and 
stirring drama are there, but they are relentlessly 
undercut by a pedestrian screenplay and some 
. woefully inept casting. é 

There is no real attempt to convey to the audience 
the oppressive nature of life in East Germany, the 
very thing that drove the Strelzyk and Wetzel 
familes to risk everything. All we get in this 
department, as Variety notes, are such. banal one- 
liners as ‘‘Mentally, every man in this room has his 
bag packed,’’ ‘‘Those same stars are shining on 
people in Munich, Frankfurt and Cologne,’’ and 
“Tt isn’t right — people aren’t meant to live like 
this.” 

The casting is a grievous failing. Granted that to 
reach a wide American audience, using Germans 
was inadvisable. But if the compromise to do it in 
English had to be made, why match up as husband 
and wife an English actor, John Hurt, with an 
American actress, Jane Alexander, and for good 
measure give them Doug McKeon, the obnoxious 
kid from Golden Pond, as their son? Not only are they 
not plausible as East Germans, they’re not plausible 
as any kind of family. 


The power and inspiration of the story, however, 
go a long way toward redeeming Night Crossing, the 
more so since its shortcomings seem to come more 
from failures in judgment and skill than sheer 
willfulness. 


JACK NICHOLSON’S The Border, however, is 
far less forgivable. The theme is supposedly. the 
plight of the hapless Mexicans who attempt to enter 
this country illegally and how this affects a member 
of the Border Patrol, Nicholson, pressed by financial 
. need — his wife is a featherbrained spendthrift — 
into going along-with corruption among his fellow 
officers. 


The direction is by no less than Tony Richardson, 
who gave us Tom Jones. But here Richardson doesn’t 
have Fielding to work with. Instead he has Deric

Washburn and a couple of other people. I single out 
Washburn because he collaborated with Michael 
Cimino on the script of The Deer Hunter. 


Now The Deer Hunter was an especially heinous 
example of taking a serious theme, the tragedy of 
Vietnam, and exploiting it to no purpose, turning it 
into a macho fantasy about Russian roulette. 

THE BORDER sins in like fashion. Nicholson, in 
order to make up for all the untoward things he has 
done, rescues a baby stolen from a Mexican mother. 
On the way to delivering it to her, four crooked 
Border Patrol officers ambush his car, blasting out 
the windows with shotguns and otherwise indicating 
extreme hostility. Not only do our hero and the baby 
survive, but Nicholson does in all four of the villains. 


In the final scene he is standing in the middle of 
the Rio Grande and handing the pretty little mother 
and her rugged infant — earlier the kid survived an 
earthquake that destroyed the church he was being 
baptized in — a beaming smile _ struggling 
unsuccessfully to supplant the cobra grin that 
brought him fame. And so all worries about the 
complexity of social justice fade away in this final 
flourish of Yankee largesse. 

Ah, but movies are meant to entertain, you say. 
Very true. But if American filmmakers aimed a bit 
higher, I think that they’d do a better job of 


entertaining us.
